but U may properly be observed tbat 
tbe expenditure of 14,000 on a work'ol 
this nature should call for more knowl- 
edge Of its plan, its purpose and con- 
struction than Is shown to have been 
po -ctted by those coder whose direction 
it tbould have been constructed.
